a compatriot name d KOVARCZY, a school teacher. The two prisoners,

resistance, and when BERCZY returned home in August, he commenced to

4. KGVARCZY reported that upon his return he had assembled a 
sizable partisan group in the Balcony forest (in western \bmgary north 
of lake Jjala ton), . Early in August 1946, a n American officer calling 
hiroaelf^^YLORp accompanied by a Hungarian colonel, appeared in Hfcgyar- 
PolAny to~vTslt some distant relatives — and to see KOVARCZY, in whose 
x r anti-Soviet partisans he showed special interest. TAYLOR, who spoke 
\ fluent Magyar, stated that 4 he was stationed in Muhich but was about to 
be transferred to Indo-China. He promised, however ,* upon hie return to 
Munich, to inform the American command there about the Hungarian 
resistance . movement and to arrange for the .establishment of a contact 
upon his departure. He also promised KOVARCZY some weapons, and about 
three weeks after he had left, some unknown planes, presumably American, 
passed over Magyar- Polrfny and dropped about 300 light machine guns. 

About 200 of the guns were confiscated by the Soviet military author it lea, 
but the remainder were delivered to KOVARCZY's partisans. Although the 
subsequent Soviet Investigation lasted fbr weeks, the source of the 
weapons was not discovered, nor were the remaining hundred guns found e

mation on fi&RCZY or KOVARCZY and on the MPm is requested from 
Home, Vienna, falsburg, and ACC, Hungary.
